THEY ARE HAPPY. 

Free Coinage Men in Washington Re- 
joice Over Their Success. 
Washington, June 8.—(Special.)—The free 
coinage politicians are a jolly set these 
days. Everything 1s going just to suit 
them. The predictions made in these dis- 
patches for many months past have been 
fully verified. The silver-crested tidal 
Wave is sweeping everything before it. 
Candidates are popping up everywhere. 
Men who were cuddling up to Cleveland 
and his policies a few weeks ago are chang- 
ing their cuddles to curses. Nothing ts too 
mean for some of the ex-cuckoos to say 
about Cleveland. The free silver band wag- 
on is the goal many former cuckoos are 
now rushing toward. Scores of them want 
to crowd on the front seat. And candidates! 
Dozens of them are standing out in the 
open that the lightning may have full op- 

portunity to strike, ; 

The average democrat now believes and 
declares that the next house and the next 
president will be democratic, Many repub- 
licang fear this, 

“McKinley,” said an eastern republican 
senator to me today, “‘is a popular fellow 
personally. -The people like him and they 
have brought about his nomination, but 
when the issues are made in the election, 
much dissatisfaction will result from his 
financial position. The platform will be 
a middle ground one, declaring for’ the 
highest possible use of silver, but not for 
free coinage, and for an international 
agreement: It will pledge the party to 
endeavor to bring about, an international 
agreement. That will not be satisfactory 
to silver republicans and not entirely 
Satisfectory to the eastern wing of the 
party. 

“On the other hand, you democrats, with 
a silver candidate and with free coinage 
the issue, will arouse the south, the west, 
and some of the middle states to such a 
pitch that I fear you may elect your man. 

“A month ago I thought you would have 
a ‘sound’ money platform. With that we 
should have elected our candidate. But the 
country is ripe for just such an issue as 
you southern and western democr@&ts are 
making, and, candidly speaking, I fear the 
result.”’ 

Such fears are expressed by many repub- 
lican senators. :

CARLISLE MAKES REPLY 


To the Senate Sub-Committee Inves- 
tigating Bond Issues. 
Washington, June 9.—The reply of Hon. 
John G. Carlisle, secretary of the treasury, 
to the inquiries of the subcommittee on 
finance of the senate, charged with the 
investigation of the sale of bends of tise 
United States in the years 1834, 1895 and 
1896, made public today. The secretary 
tracey the beginning of the trouble back to 
the closing year of President Harrison’s 

administration. 

Speaking generally of the various issues, 
the aecretary says’ 

“Owing to the discouraging condition of 
our tinancial affairs and the consequent. 
lack of confidence in the ability of the gov- 
ernment permanently to maintain a reserve 
under a system of redemption and reissue 
of notes, very considerable difficulty was 
encountered in effecting the loan invited 
by the proposals of January 17, 1894, and 
at one time ponding the call it was feared 
that the effort would fail. However, owing 
to extraordirary exertions made during 
the last two or three days preceding the 
time whe1i the bids were to be opened, sub- 
scriptions for the whole amount were se- 
cured. : 

“At the time the contract of February §, 
1895, was rede the emergency was so press- 
ing that the whole purpose of the loan 
would have been defeated if the replenish- 
ment of the reserve hid been postponed 
for a sufficient length of time to advertise 
for bids, and besides it was exceedingiy 
doubtful whether, under the circumstances, 
any sales could have been made ic tie 
general public upon as favorable terms .«'s 
to the rate of interest as were secured by 
that contract.” 

Replying to that wyart of the senate 
resolution which directs tne committee ts 
investigate and l1eport ‘“‘what effect the 
bond sales had on the credit,’’ the secre- 
tary says that in his opinion the sales 
were necessary for the preservatior of the 
credit of the government and the security 
of the business interests of the people, and 
that they, in fact, accomplished those re- 
sults. 


MORTON AT KNOXVILLE. 


The Secretary of Agriculture Makes a 
Commencement Oration. 
Knoxville, Tenn., June 9.—(Special.)—In 
the face of a terrific rain storm a splendid 
audience turned out to hear Secretary Mor- 
ton at the University of Tennessee this 

morning. 

When the hour arrived for the commencé- 
ment oration the rain was pouring in such 
torrents that the electric lights had to be 
turned on in the auditorium. Nothing 
daunted, however, the people of Knoxville 
and vicinity, and many who had come 
from other portions of the state, came ir 
great numbers as soon as they had tirne 
to secure carriages. 

After a short delay Secretary Morton 
was introduced by the president of the 
urnjversity and ‘Gelivered a magnificent 
oration about one hour long.

Jefferson City. Mo., June 9.—Governor

ipal and state institutions damaged by the 
tornado was denied. The governor says 
that the necessity is not so great but that 
it can wait for the regular session and in 
the meantime suitable temporary quarters 
can be provided by the city. 


SENDING PIG IRON TO ITALY. 


Alabama Furnaces Are Driving Eng- 
land Out of Their Markets. 
Birmingham, Ala., June y,—(Special.)— 
The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company yesterday closed a contract for 
50) tons of pig iron with a foundry com- 
pany in Genoa, Italy. This is said to be 
a starter for business in the Mediter- 
ranean, as negotiations are pending with 
an Italian steel making company for the 
delivery for a term of years of 50,000 tons 
per annum of the output of the Alice 
furnace here, which is turning out a fine 
low silicon iron, adapted to steel making. 
The iron heretofore used by the Italian 
plant has been purchased of English 
furnaces. The Sioss Iron and Steel Com- 
pany and the Tennessee company have es- 
tablished agencies across the ocean and 
expect to make a large number of con- 
tracts.

ACYCLONE AT 
WYETH CITY, ALA. 


The Town Nearly Wiped from the Face 
of the Earth. 


HOUSES WERE SPLINTERED 


Trees Snapped as if They Were Pipe 


Stems. 


PEOPLE WERE CARRIED GREAT DISTANCES 


Fifteen Persons Injured, Some of 
Them Fatally—Several) Persons 
Are Missing. 


- 


Gadsden, Ala., June 9.—(Special.)—The 
pretty little town of Wyeth City, in Mar- 
shall county, on the Tennessee river, and 
some thirty miles west of Gadsden, with a 
population of some three hundred souls, 
was completely wrecked at 11 o’clock this 
nrorning by a cyclone. 

Early in the morning a dark and threat- 

ening cloud came up in the southwest with 
considerable wind, and all of a sudden the 
wind made a swoop and struck the town, 
almost completely demolishing it. Eigh- 
teen dwelling houses were destroyed, five 
being swept completely away and not a 
stick of the timber left. 
- The cyclone lasted fully five minutes and 
then passed off in a northeastern direc- 
tion. Trees as large as a man's waist 
were taken down like weeds. 

After the storm passed the 
rescue was commenced.

It is known that fifteen are wounded, 
and six of them fatally. 

Mrs. Ricketts, and a man named Bundby, 
were bably hurt and will die. 

Mrs. Clarke, Mrs. Brown and several 
children will probably die. 

A -ten-year-old boy was found half a 
mile away in a dying condition, Others 
are badly wounded. 

The path of the cyclone was about one 
hundred yards wide and total devastation 
marks its path. Had the storm struck 
an hour later fully fifty people would have 
been killed or wounded, as at that time 
the operators of the basket factory would 
have been at dinner. . Fortunately both 
factories escaped. 

The scene of the storm is a desolate one 
now. The work of rescue goes bravely 
on and every few hours a fresh victim is 
found. 

The cloud had the regular funnel shape, 
and when it struck the town there was a 
loud report as of a cannon and soon the 
air was full of flying timber, trees, houses, 
animals, etc. 

Several persons are missing and it is 
probable that they will be found dead. A 
meeting of citizens, held at Guntersville, 
raised several hundred dollars for the 
sufferers. Fully a hundred people are act- 
ing as a relief corps. 

Ed Long and an unknown woman were 
killed by lightning. 

Storm in Tennessee. 

Knoxyille, Tenn., June 9.—(Spectal.)—A 
small-sized cyclone swept across Coke 
county today fifty miles from Knoxville, 
scaring the natives almost to death, but no 
deaths are reported. : 

The wind completely cleared a space 
about a mile long and a quarter of a mile 
wide. Every tree in this space was up- 
rooted and carried away. There was one 
house in the course of the storm, that of 
Mike Hoover. The family rushed out of 
the house in time to escape death, for the 
house was completely demolished. Mr. 
Hoover was struck by flying timbers and 
badly hurt. 

A new telephone line to. Newport was 
completely carried away for one mile. 


DYNAMITE EXPLODED. 


One Man Killed and Five Were Fa- 
tally Injured. 

Johnstown, Pa., June 9.—One hundred and 

eighty cans of dynamite exploded about a 


mile below Lilly this afternoon with fright- 
ful results. One Slavonian was killed in- 
stantly, and three Slavonians, two negroes 
and one white American, were fatally in- 
jured. The men were at work on the Penn- 
Sylvania railroad, and were getting ready 
to make a blast when a premature explo- 
sion followed, blowing up the 180 cans of 
dynamite and burying the seven men be- 
neath a mass of.sand and rock. 
Struck by a Train. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., June §.—(Special.)— 
John Evans, a sawmill man and wood 
worker of South Pittsburg, while here 
hunting for work this afternoon. was 
struck by a passenger train on the Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga railway and so 
seriously injured that he died soon after- 
wards. He leaves a large family.

THE COMMODORE STEAMING UP 
Released from Custody, the 
May Sail for Cuba. 
Charlestcn, 8S. C., Jun2 9.—(Special.j— 
The alleged filibuster, Commodore, is 
now getting up steam and making final 
preparations for leaving port. She was 
released last night from the custody of 
the zovernment officials by a deposit of a 
certified check for $4,300, the appraised value 
of the vessel. When she will leave the 
port is, of course, a matter of. conjecture, 
and where she will go is ancther question 
to guess at. The vessel was held on a 
charge of filibustering caused by the con- 
fession of one of her verew as told in The 
Constitution at the time. If she does not 
show up for the trial the check will cover 
the loss to the government. Mr. Paul ¥F. 
Rojo, the Cuban who has charge of the 
vessel, is in the city and the crew. of the 
Commodore is ready for the start. About 
five days ago a band of about ecight Cubans, 
none of them speaking English, came to 
the city, and it is believed. by many that 
they will sail with the vessel.

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Three of Her Crew Want To Secure 


Their Unpafd Wages. 
Philadelphia, June 9.—The steamer Ber- 
muda, which was recently deprived of 
her registry by the British corgul at this 
port because, it is said, of her alleged 
filibustering expedition, was today seized 
by United States Marshal Pfeffer, of New 
Jersey, on a libel filed by three seamen 
for unpaid wages. The amount claimed 
by the seamen is $27.75. It. was stated 
this afternoon that if the vessel should 
be sold by order of the United States court 
and purchased by an American citizen 
her past record »would be wiped out and 
her onwner could procure new papers and

IMPORTANT SUIT ENDED. 


A Large Amount of Montgomery 
Property Involved. 

Montgomery, Ala.. June 9.—(Special.)—A 
suit involving over $100,000 worth of Mont- 
gomery property and which has been in 
the courts for twenty years was iinally 
decided yesterday in the United States 
court at New Orleans. There were three 
suits of the United States against citizens 
here for the possession of ‘the following 
fine properties: The ¢two-story building 
on Perry street, in which the Ellis res- 
the three-story build- 
ing, No. 109 Dexter avenue, and a fourth 
interest in the Southern Cotton Oil works 
building and real estate which is val.ied 
at $250,000. The properties were bowght 
by the government at executor’s sales 
shortly after the war. Possession was 1e- 
fused and the government “instituted the 
suits. A succession .of trials followed. 
Four district attorneys advised the gov- 
ernment that it could not recover, but 
special counsel, George H. Patrick, of this 
city, insisted he could, and the chance was 
given him. He won the three suits in 
the United States circuit court in 1590. 
Only one case was appealed, the decision 
of the others to be dependent, by agree- 
ment, upon this. The supreme court de- 
cided in favor of the government last 
March, but Judge Boarman, while sitting 
for Judge Bruce here, granted a new trial 
in the case. Attorney Patrick moved to 
overrule the decison of Judge Boarman, 
and this motion was heard in New Orleans 
before Judges Bruce and Pardee with the 
result that the order for a new trial was 
overruled and the case finally disposed 
of. Mr. Patrick's fee in the matter will 
be a handsome one. 


Theatrical Firm To Reorganize. 

New York, June 9.—An extensive circular 
has been prepared setting forth.the condi- 
tion of the affairs of the firm of Abbey, 
Schoeffel & Grau, which recently made 
an assignment, and the plan for reorganiza- 
ticn which has been arranged. The plan 
requires the consent of the creditors of 
the firm, and the circular was. sent to each 
of them today with a request for an early 
answer.

WESTERN SILVER DELEGATES 


Will Insist That the White Metal 
| Shall Have Recognition. 


INTERVIEW WITH DE YOUNG, OF CALIFORNIA 


His State Wants Silver at the Ratio 
of 16 to 1—The Negro Delegates 
Provided For. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 9.—This city tonight 
is the camping ground of a great army on 
the eve of battle. 

The McKinley hosts, overpowering in 
numbers and confident of victory, await 
the issue complacently. The outlying 
camps dedicated to “favorite sons’’ have 
but the shadowy hope that something un- 
foreseen may happen to turn the tide of 
battle in their favor. The Reed men, 
the Allison men and in fact all other than 
McKinley, refuse to give a roster of ther 
pledged delegates and refer vaguely to 
breaks on the second ballot. Lieutenants 
of the Ohio man answer this by saying 
there will be no second ballot. There was 
some nebulous gossip afloat this evening 
touching combinations to prolong the con- 
test, but all efforts to solve this to a cer- 
tainty met with the reply: ‘‘Wait until 
after Manley comes.”’ 

One unpleasant feature that promised 
to embarrass the local committees of en- 
tertainment is happily arranged to the sat- 
isfaction of all. The negro delegates upon 
their arrival will find good quarters pro- 
vided for thent and prompt and civil at- 
tention at a first-class hotel. 

Judge Long, of Florida, and Committee- 
man Hill, of Mississippi, received these 
assurances tonight and expressed them- 
selves satisfied. They came in advance 
of their delegations and discovered that 
through some misunderstanding their col- 
ored delegates were not provided for, but 
are now satisfied that the local conrmittees 
will carry out every promise.

“The delegates frcm the silver states 
very determined in their desire to 
vence interests of silver.

Some of them are very 
rAdical and talk about leaving the conven- 
tion in case they fail to have their views 
adopted.

“The silver men, especially of Colorado, 
Montana and other states where silver is 
an important factor, think that if Teller 
should be nominated by the democratic 
party in Chicago there will be no question 
of his indorsement by the silver and popu- 
list party conventions that meet 
Louts on July 22d.” 

Colonel Trumbo said: ‘‘We of the west 
have become convinced that the repub- 
lican party is controlled by the lead trust 
and the eastern manufacturers. The time 
has come to put the party back in the 
hands of the common people. 

For Silver and Protection. 

“Our fight is plain. We are for silver 
first and for a duty on lead and wool. We 
want lead and wool for the west and silver 
for the whole country. 

“Our claim is that the farmer wo grows 
the wool is entitled to the same degree of 
protection that is given the manufacturers 
of Massachusetts.’’

Fairbanks for Temporary Chairman, 
Thurston for Permanent Chairman. 


Cleveland, O., June 9.—Backed up by a 
slate made by McKinley’s managers, C. 
W. (fairbanks, of Indianapolis, will be 
made temporary chairman of the St. Louis 
convention and Hon. John M. Thurston, 
of Nebraska, will be permanent chairman. 

These selections come in the nature of

The fifteenth county—Mitchell—acted today, 
and I have just received a telegram from 
there informing me of an overwhelming 
victory for free coinage. 

The executive committee of Mitchell was 
dominated Judge Bower’s friends and 
the result of today’s meeting at Camilla 
unquestionably means the turning down 
of Judge Bill Spence and his candidate.

“We disapprove the present financial 
policy of the president and secretary of 
the treasury in selling interest-bearing 
bonds merely to maintain a _ single gold 
standard, such policy being wholly in the 
interest of the classes at the cost of the 
masses.

HOW HE ACCOUNTS FOR HIS DE- 
FEAT IN THE PRIMARIES.

Surprised at the Result in Bibb and 
Fulton—Waiting for the National 
Convention To Act. 


Savannah, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)—Hon. 
F. G. duBignon was seen by a reporter 
for The Constitution today and asked about 
his further plans and purposes in connec- 
tion with the race for the senate: 

“That will depend entirely upon what 
the national convention does at Chicago,” 
Mr. duBignon said. “I think now, and 
have thought for the last ten days, that the 
party will declare for silver, in which event, 
as already stated, I will not be a candidate. 
If, however, the party adopts a sound 
money platform, I shall continue the can- 


Vass to the end.’”’ 

Mr. duBignon said that he was not sur- 
prised at the result of Saturday’s primaries, 
for it was only in those counties where the 
silver sentiment was overwhelming or 
where certain public men were personally 
interested, this action had been taken. 

“Wherever sentiment was divided on the 
question or where there was the least dis- 
position to be conservative,’ he said, ‘‘ac- 
tion was postponed until after the meeting 
of the national convention.’’ He said that 
his friends in many of the counties which 
had declared for sound money desired to 
have their counties act also on the sena- 
torial question, for the effect it would have 
but that he had declined to 
make such a request, as he thought such 
action unwise and hurtful to the interests 
of the party. He said that at no time had 
he expected to carry more than five or six 
of the counties acting on June 6th, and 
that the only ones about which he was at 
all surprised were those of Bibb and Ful- 
ton. “In the former county,’’ he said, “I 
think the result was solely attributable to 
the presence and efforts of Senator Bacon 
and Congressman Bartlett. The latter went 
60 far as to say that a vote for sound money 
was a blow at him and at his congressional 
prestige. It is but natural to assume that 
considerations so prodigious must have in- 
fluenced many voters even against their 
convictions. 

“In Fulton county the situation was yet 
more remarkable. In the first place the 
whole county and city were aroused over 
a bitter contest for county officers, and 
when on Saturday morning it was. an- 
nounced that the fight had been practically 
given up by the gold men, it led to a great 
deal of trading at the polls. The over- 
whelming majority in Fulton against the 
sound money delegates does not properly, 
represent the sentiment of the people'on the 
question. Mr. Crisp is prsonally much 
stronger in Fulton county than is the sil- 
ver cause, Owing to his efforts in congress 
and as speaker in behalf of the exposition 
appropriation.” . 

Mr. duBignon felt much gratified at the 
action of Baldwin and Dougherty counties. 
Both of these counties are strong silver 
counties but each gave him a handsome 
majority. He said he had no cause to re- 
egret anything which occurred during the 
campaign. He had some pretty warm pas- 
Sages with different ‘‘silver orators.” He 
said he was conscious of no bitterness or 
reproach toward any one.

WANTS A CHARTER’ 


Application Will Soon Be Made for One 
for a New Line, 


AUGUSTA TQ CHATTANOOGA 


The Road Will Be Nearly Seventy 
Miles Shorter Than Any Ex- 
isting Road. 


The Tennessee, Georgia and Atlantic will 
be the name of the new railroad from Au- 
gusta to Chattanooga, by way of Athens 
and Lula. 

Application for a charter will be made in 
a few days by Mr. E. A. Richards and his 
associates. Among the incorporators will be 
Secretary Hoke Smith, W. 8. Witham and 
BH. A. Richards, of Atlanta; ex-Governor A. 
B. Cornell and Messrs. Ferguson, Col and 
Johnson, of New York. 

The line from Athens to Augusta will be 
eighty-three miles in length, and from Lula 
to Chattanooga about 120 miles. 

Mr. Richards, who has just returned from 
New York, says that the money necessary 
to build the road can be had as soon as 
construction can begin. When the legisla- 
ture meets an offer will be made for the 
Northeastern, now under lease by the state, 
to Richards & Co. 

The proposed road will be nearly seventy 
miles shorter between Chattanooga and 
Augusta than any existing line. It will be 
fourteen mils shorter between Atlanta 
and Augusta, by way of the Seaboard to 
Athens, than by the Georgia direct. It will 
be by far the shortest line from Knoxville 
to Augusta, Charleston and Savannah. The 
new company expects to be able to make 
terms when it gets into Knoxville and Chat- 
tanooga.

SCALPERS CONVICTED. 


The Southern Pacific Has the Ticket 
Brokers in a Bad Fix. 

Mr. W. R. Fagan, fhe Southern Pacific's 
passenger representative in Atlanta, return- 
ed Monday from New York, where he 
had been for six weeks waiting for the trial 
of the ticket forgers, Wenar and Barnet. 

A telegram reccived yesterday afternoon 
stated that the defendants had been found 
guilty, and would be sentenced on Friday. 
Passenger officials all over the country 
have watched this case with unusual in- 
terest. Many times before railroads have 
begun prosecutions against brokers and 
others who schemed to defraud, but as a 
rule the companies dropped the cases rather 
than stand the expense of convicting the 


guilty. 

In this instance, the Southern Pacific 
has spared no expense to secure a convic- 
tion, and it is estimated by passenger men 
that the prosecution has cost the company 
$25,000, The Sunset’s management went 
into the case with a determination to 
prosecute it to the bitter end. The fraud 
contemplated was on such a gigantic plan 
that, had it succeeded, the gang would 
have cleared a fortune. They had $250,000 
worth of bogus tiékets printed when ar- 
rested. These tickets were mostly of the 
kind issued ig pay for advertising. They 
were in blank, and could be filled out for 
any point to which a traveler might wish 
to go by the Southern Pacific. 

The breaking up of the gang is due 
largely to Mr. Fagan. He was a train 
inspector when the gang first formed the 
conspiracy. He was approached, and the 
scheme was laid before him. He reported 
to headquarters, and, as the conspiracy 
progressed, the officials were kept posted. 
The upshot of it was the arrest of Wenar 
and two or three brothers named Barnet. 
One of these pleaded guilty in New York. 
The others claimed that the New York 
court had no jurisdiction. 

No evidence was introduced by the de- 
fendants, and the argument of the defense 
was based entirely upon legal points.

The only cause his relatives here can 
assign for Spyers’s action is .hat his de- 
spondency might have arisen from his bad 
state of health. He is a great sufferer from 
rheumatism and probably the idea that-.he 
would be a sufferer all his life might have 
been the cause of all the trouble. 

Spyers had been in Murphy about two 
months, where he had gone expressly for 
his health. When last heard from he had 
begun to improve, and seemed in no way 
despondent or unhappy. In fact, none of 
these characteristics was ever noticed 
about his nature. He has always seemed 
very cheerful when at home, and was a 
faithful worker. 

It has been learned from Murphy that 
Spyers had just returned to that city from 
a short visit to Young Harrts college only 
a short distance away, where he was ed- 
ucated. He was rather quiet and despond- 
ent after he returned, but no one seems to 
know the cause of his unhappiness. 

He is eighteen years of age, and was, up 
to two months ago, assistant bookkeeper 
for the firm of A. Morgan & Co, He 
lived with his aunt at 87 Luckie street and 
has always been regarded .as an exem- 
plary young man.

The Murderer of a San Francisco Lady 
Passed Through Atlanta May 28. 

Joseph Blanther, who is accused of hav- 
ing committed one of the most cold-blooded 
murders in the history of this country, in 
San Francisco several weeks ago, was in 
Atlanta on the 28th of last month. Blan- 
ther is ae criminal of great reputa- 
tion, and a reward of $1,000 is offered for 
his capture. 

It is known that the murderer was here 
on the above date, because he mailed a 
letter bearing the postmark of Atlanta to 
The San Francisco Chronicle, and which 
was printed in that paper only a few days 
later. Just when the letter was written 
is not known, but certain it is that it was 
mailed in Atlanta on May 28th. The missive 
was not dated and states that it was writ- 
ten on an east-bound train. The letter is 
quite lengthy and seeks to entirely exon- 
orate Blanther and implicate another man 
whom the San Francisco authorities have 
never been able to locate or even find the 
slightest trace of. 

A feature of the letter is a rough draw- 
ing on two of the four sheets of paper of 
a shoe sole, declared by the fugitive to be 
the exact size of his own footgear, which 
does not correspond to that given in his 
description. He -evidently made the mea- 
surement while writing the letter on the 
train. He states his willingness to return 
to the scene of his crime on the condition 
that he will be guaranteed protection, and 
that the reward now offered for his ar- 
rest be handed over to hin’.

| Address of Lucian Knight—A Tribute 


to the Influence of American 
Women, 


Athens, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)—Lucy 
Cobb’s brilliant commencement came to a 
close tonight, and the only feature re- 
maining is the reception to be tendered 
their friends by the graduating class to- 


morrow night. 

The exercises this morning eonsisted in 
several pieces of beautiful music by the 
young ladies and an oration by Mr. Lucien 
L. Knight, of Atlanta. After paying a 
beautiful tribute. to Lucy Cobb institute, 
Mr. Knight announced as his subject, “‘The 
Influence of American Women on the Life 
of the Republic.’’ The oration in its en- 
tirety was one.of thought and eloquence 
from the time the brilliant young speaker 
traced the deeds of the women of the past 
up to the moment when he closed his 
peroration with a growing tribute to the 
influence of the American woman on the 
home life of the country. He was the re- 
cipient of the warmest congratulations.

COLONEL WYLEY AND STAFF 


Two Companies March from Macon to 
Griffin in True Campaign Style. 
Notes of the Camp. 


Camp Northen, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)— 
Camp Northen was formally epened today 
noon with Colonel C. M. Wryley, of 
Macon, in command. The weather has 
been cool and pleasant and this after- 
noon a light rain is falling. 

The regiments in camp this week are 
the Second and Fourth. The latter came 
last night and were assigned quarters by 
Captain L. HT. Kenan. This morning 
seven companies of the Second came in 
and with them Colonel Wyley. The other 
two companies, having marched from 
Macon, arrived here a day in advance of 
the balance of the command. 

The routine work necessary to getting 
the camp in order was soon finished and 
this afternoon Colonel Wyley issued gen- 
eral order No. 1, of ‘which the following is

a@ synopsis: 

“Post Headquarters; Order No. 1, Second 
and Fourth Regiments Infantry, encamped 
for @uty pursuart to general order No. 7. 
By virtue of his rank Colonel C. M. Wyley 
assumes command of the post, Captain 
John P. Ross, adjutant Second Georgia 
regiment, to be post adjutant; Captain 
Howard J. Williams, surgeon Second Geor- 
gia regiment, to be post surgeon; Captain 
LL. H. Kenan to be assistant quarter- 
master general of the post; First Lieuten- 
ant Oscar J. ‘Brown, United States cavalry, 
to be inspecting officer and instructor, 

“The work begins at 4:30 a. m., when 
the reveille call is sounded, and’ ends with 
the check roll call at ll p. m. 

“All companies are required to keep 
their streets and quarters scrupulously 
neat and clean, while all whisky drinking 
and card playing for money or valuables 
is absolutely prohfbited.’’ 

Continuing the orders provide for one 
guard for the post as follows: one officer 
of the day, two officers of guard, four 
sergeants, six corporals and thirty-eight 
privates, to be taken, from one battalion 
designated by the post adjutant. They 
also positively prohibit all riding or driv- 
ing in front of the post. All vehicles will 
be stopped and all horsemen made to dis- 
mount at the east end of the guardhouse. 
This, of course, does not apply to officers 
of the regiments. 

Colonel Wyiey intends to make this a 
week of business and just as much of the 
fun and frolic as possible will be elimi- 
nated, so that when this tour breaks 
camp officers and men will feel that they 
have gained more substantial benefit from 
the encampment of 1896 than from any 
preceding it. The men themselves’ are 
thoroughly imbued with this idea and 
will not allow pleasures of any kind to 
interfere with their work.

Among 
other injuries received she says the small 
of her back and the spinal column were 
wrenched ard bruised and since the acci- 
dent she has suffered much pain. 

The petition vas filed yesterday morning 
by Attorneys Alexander, Hillyer & Lamb- 
din, and will probably be heard at 
the next term of the court. 


Says Her Husband Drank. 


Mrs. Grac2 Ellen Spence has asked the 
superior court to grant her a divorce from 
her husband on the grounds of habitual 
intoxication and abandonment. 

The case was heard yesterday morning in 
the superior court before Judge Lumpkin, 
and the second verdict was received, grant- 
ing Mrs. Spence a total divorce from her 
husband. 

The petition showed that the marriage 
occurred November 2%, 1888, and Mrs. 
Spence says she shortly afterwards learn- 
ed that her husband drank. He. began 
habitual drinking, she says, and on May 
4, 1894, he left her home and has not 
since returned. They were married in St. 
Louis, but soon afterwards moved to 
Atlanta, where Mrs. Spence nas since re- 
sided. 

She Wants $5,000 Damages. 

The case of Addie Wright, the old negro 
woman who is suing the city for injuries 
received by falling into a hole on Linden 
avenue, consumed the entire day yesterday 
in the first division of the city court.

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The Democratic Outlook. 

The New York Herald, in its despera- 
tion at the certainty that the democratic 
national convention will declare for the 
free coinage of silver, publishes an elab- 
orate story from Washington to the ef- 
fect that President Cleveland ‘will sup- 
port McKinley rather than vote for free 
silver.” The story is developed in broad 
headlines in which it is stated that a deal 
is on foot by which the republicans at 
St. Louis will adopt a straight gold plat- 
form, for “on this condition only will the 
administration help the _ republican 
ticket.” The Herald’s announcement is 
made by authority “of a member of the 
cabinet, to whom the president has talk- 
ed very freely on the subject;” and 
The Herald’s correspondent, after quot- 
ing this anonymous member of the cabi- 
net, says: 

This support of the republican ticket by 
the administration will be based, of course, 
upon an unequivocal declaration in favor 
of the gold standard by the St. Louis con- 
vention. Although there are among the 
republican leaders many men who favor 
some concessions to the silver men of the 
west and the northwest, there seems to be 
No good reason why such concessions should 
be made. Assuming that the republicans 
adopt a platform entirely satisfactory to 
the gold standard men, and that all the op- 
position elements line up against them in 
support of a democratic free silver ticket, 
the republicans would be able to carry 
within nineteen of énough electoral votes 
to elect their president practically without 
a fight, and will have little difficulty in se- 
curing the necessary majority. 

Taking this as a basis, The Herald fig- 
ures 205 certain electoral votes for the 
republican presidential ticket. It con- 
cedes 140 to the democrats, and places 
102 in the doubtful column. 

The states claimed as certainly repub- 
lican under the combination by which 
the republicans, on the gold standard 
platform, would secure the co-operation 
of Mr. Cleveland and those of the limber- 
legged cuckoos who would be willing to 
follow him, are as follows: Connecticut, 
Delaware, Iowa, Maine. Maryland, Mas- 
Sachusetts, Michigan (8), Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Vermont, West Virginia, Wiscon- 


sin, Wyoming. Total, 205. 


The states conceded by The Herald to 
be democratic on a straight free coinage 
fight are: Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, 
Florida, Georgia, Idaho, Kansas, Louis- 
jana, Michigan (6), Mississippi, Missouri, 
Montana, Nevada, North Dakota, South 
Carolina, Texas, Utah. Total, 140. 

The states counted doubtful are: Cali- 
fornia, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
North Carolina, Oregon, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Virginia, Washington. To- 
tal, 102. 

The Herald’s estimates virtually con- 
cede the strength of the democratic posi- 
tion; and shows that, with an unequiv- 
ocal declaration on the currency ques- 
tion, the democrats will go before the 
people with eyery probability of success 
in the fall elections. 

Let us analyze the figures. 

In the first place, every state placed by 
The Herald in the doubtful column will, 
as between the single gold standard and 
the opening of the mints to the free coin- 
age of both metals, declare in favor of 
the latter: thus without a single excep- 
tion, every one of the 102 electoral votes 
Classified as doubtful would line up with 
the democratic party, giving it, with the 
140 votes conceded, 242 votes in the elec- 
toral college—a majority of 37. 

But this is not all. 

The Herald makes claims for the re- 
publicans which are not justified by the 
assumption that the battle is to be a 
straight contest between the believers in 
the single gold standard and the advo- 
cates of free coinage; and its concessions 
to the democrats are less than the re- 
sults would give them under such cir- 
cumstances. For instance, Iowa’s 13 
votes would, in all probability, go to the 
democrats; as will the 8 votes of Mary- 
land, the 8 of Nebraska, the 10 of New 
Jersey, the 6 of West Virginia and the 
3 of Wyoming. These 48 votes, added to 
the 242 above mentioned, would give the 
democrats 290 electoral votes, leaving 
only 157 for the republicans—a majority 
of 133 for the democrats. 

Evén conceding New Jersey’s 10 votes, 

15 from Indiana, 24 from Illinois, and 
Iowa's 13 to the republicans: these 62 
votes would give them only 219; leaving 
the democrats 228—a majority of 9 votes. 
On such a fight as The Herald proposes 
to make, there is no more danger of the 
democrats losing Kentucky, North Caro- 
lina, Oregon, Tennessee, or Virginia, 
than there would be of their losing Geor- 
gia or Texas; and in such a contest; the 
chances are more than even that Iowa, 
Iplinois, Indiana, California, New Jersey, 
North and South Dakota, and Washing- 
ton, would join the party of the people 
against that of the monopolists, the cur- 
reney contractionists and the gold shy- 
locks. 
The fight is on, and the outlook for the 
democratic success is brilliant indeed. 
No better evidence of this fact can be 
had than in the admissions of the New 
York newspapers. 


A Matter of Comparison. 
It must touch every democratic heart 
to observe the solicitude which the gold 
standard organs of the country are be- 
traying in regard to the possible success 
of the democratic national ticket soon to 
be nominated at Chicago. 

To read the columns of editorial daily 
emanating from the motherly old sheets 
which advocate the gold standard, one 
would be led to believe that in the adop- 
tion of a gold standard platform the 
democrats are courting certain defeat. 
It is not so much for the Sake of gold as 
for the success of the party that these 
newspapers advocate the Sherman 
money standard. 

This claim, however, is but a matter 
of comparison. Accepting it for granted 
that the adoption of a free coinage plat- 
form might bring defeat to the demo- 
cratic party, what success would the 
adoption of a gold standard one promise? 
We can only judge the present by the 
past. Four years ago the people of the 
United States were aroused to a demand 
for the re-establishment of silver as a 
‘metal of final redemption. Appealing to 
the people on this platform, over four 
million votes were recorded for the de- 
mocracy, and the result was the election 
of the entire democratic ticket. 

The first work of that president thus 
elected was to play into the hands of the 
gold standard men to repeal the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act without 
any substitute legation, such as should, 
in all honesty, have accompanied the act. 
From bad to worse the administration 
proved to be going, and when in 1894 the 
people were presented the opportunity to 
vote for the democratic party as a gold 
standard agent, over three million of the 
four million who had voted for the party 
two years before abandoned it and went 
over to anything else in preference. Not 
only in this election, but im every by- 
election held throughout the country 
since, the democrats have met with noth- 
ing but defeat and disaster, and this de- 
feat came just as crushing in the gold 
standard states of the northeast and of 
New York as in those @f the west and 
south. 

Since, then, it must be admitted that 
gold standardism has already wrecked 
the democratic party to the very point of 
political bankruptcy, what promise can 
these people offer to the party for suc- 
cess in continuing the struggle upon such 


lines as these? It is evident that the 
party has been on the wrong road, and 
that it is time to come back into the 
main highway instead of marching 
around by devious by-paths. 

But six months ago no man was wild 
enough to predict even a fighting chance 
for the democrats in the coming election. 
Weighed down by developments of the 
past three years, the party was crushed 
into the mire of defeat, but now that the 
true democracy has taken hold of affairs, 
that the false light of gold standardism 
has been quenched, and the white light 
of silver illuminates the way, it is no 
longer a despondent party with strug- 
gling followers; we see q proud, ageres- 
Sive march toward victory, a spirit 
which predicts success and a confidence 
which is sure to achieve it. Whether we 
look to the south or to the west, we see 
the men in the fields, the men at the plow 


handles, the smaller tradesmen, the man- 


e 


 ufacturers, those who believe in develop- 


ing the productive resources of the coun- 
try, all aroused, all rallying under the 
standard of democracy. 

Under the gold standard there was no 
one state in the union which was cer- 
tainly democratic. Even the solid south, 
with all its deep-seated reasons for at- 
tachments to the democratic party, was 
politically smashed, and North Carolina 
and Kentucky—and ‘Tennessee barely 
missed it—swung out of the democratic 
column and worshiped strange gods in 
their utter loss of faith in the one they 
had hitherto followed. Now, on the 
other hand, there is no state in the south 
that is not as sure for democracy as it 
was in its days of undoubted allegiance, 
and there is not a republican state in the 
west that does not give promise of gath- 
ering under the banners of triumphant 
democracy in November next. 

When we contrast these two pictures, 
the fallen and spiritless democracy of 
04, and the aggressive and confident 
democracy of ’96, we see how baseless 
are the claims of the gold standard men 
and how well-founded are the arguments 
of those who advocate the free and in- 
dependent coinage of silver. 
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We Arl Say Amen. 

It was the night before the battle, 
when the enthusiasm of our gold stand- 
ard men was at its highest pitch, that 
before an Atlanta audience Hon. John 
Temple Graves emphatically announced 
that ““Tomorrow the people will speak, 
and for the moment their voice will .be 
the voice of God.” 

Catching the refrain from the eloquent 
young orator, the senatorial candidate, 
Mr. duBignon, declared that “tomorrow 
will be a memorable day in Georgia.” 

Hlow truthfully and prophetically these 
gentlemen spoke is now a matter of his- 
tory. As from Tybee light to Nickajack 
the ballots fell like snow-flakes, the peo- 
ple said “Amen.” It was indeed a 
memorable day in Georgia, a great day, 
one which will take its place as an 
epoch maker. . When it is recollected that 
even the prophets of old did not always 
understand the mysteries which Provi- 
denee inspired their lips to utter, we may 
well excuse the two eloquent orators, 
who, with a worldly motive in view, 
yet spoke the words of prophecy indi- 
cating the triumph of the people and of 
the people’s cause. That the voice of the 
people is the voice of God, when uttered 
in crucial moments, has too often proved 
true to be in need of argument. There 
is an ever recurring series of events 
binding themselves upon the people of 
every nation. Sometimes these events 
are so shaped as-to be blessings from 
Providence, then again they take an op- 
posite direction, entailing evils which 
threaten to engulf all within their influ- 
ence. It is in such a momenf as this, 
when inspired from on high, the hearts 
of man beat in unison and responsive to 
the inspiration of heaven, they make a 
bold strike for relief and for liberty. 
The morrow to which Messrs. Graves 
and duBignon referred was such an in- 
stance as this. The long-suffering peo- 
ple, cajoled, beaten about, betrayed, wan- 
dering into strange paths that promised 
relief, rallied again around the old stand- 
ard and fought for their country and for 
humanity. 

We are sure, now that the battle is 
over and that the people are resting on 
their oars enjoving the satisfaction of 
well-won victory, -that no one accords 
them more hearty possession than do 
Messrs. Graves and duBignon, two gal- 
lant young Georgians, who have yet 
time.to join in and be guests at the wed- 
ding feast. 


The Party of the People. 

The wisdom of the primaries held on 
Saturday last has been demonstrated in 
many ways, but in none more forcibly 
than by that feature which is especially 
emphasized in the gold standard papers, 
that the populists joined in and voted in 
the primaries. 

Irom all parts of the sfate come re- 
ports to this effect, and these show more 
clearly than anything else could the wis- 
dom of the action of the national com- 
mittee through its chairman, Mr. Har- 
rity, of Pennsylvania, in extending an 
invitation to all who would abide by the 
results to return to the democratic ranks. 
The same invitation was extended by 
our state committee and, with very few 
exceptions, by the county committees; 
and the result is that, acting on that in- 
vitation in good faith, many of the men 
who are naturally democrats but who 
had been misled into separation from the 
party, have returned to the fold. 

The back of the populist party is 
broken. Democrats who went off into 
that movement did so in the honest be- 
lief that they could not get the relief 
which they felt was necessary through 
the medium of either of the older parties. 
The action of the administration has 
given them some ground for this belief, 
but they now see that the people have 
once more taken hold of the democratic 
party, and that it is—as it was always 
intended to be—the party of the people. 

This feature of Satuvfday’s primaries 
has proved that if the men who have 
been leaders in the populist movement 
continue to remain outside the ranks, 
they will find themselves leaders with- 
out any followers.

When he sent 
in his famous tariff message December, 
1887, he had been president nearly three 
years, and had never mentioned the sub- 
ject before. In his-first mMeSsage, 1885, he 
disposed of it in a few lines by saying that 
it was a good thing to let alone. In 1886 he 
didn’t allude to it at all. A year later, how- 
ever, he burst forth into @ harangue which 
took up nearly all the space in his message. 
All of a sudden the tariff had become the 
one topic worthy of serious consideration. 
Our morals, our “eligion, our prosperity, 
our patriotism, our very existence as a na- 
tion, was wrapped up in tariff reform. 
There wasn’t room in his head for any 
other thought. And now it is the same thing 
as to finance. The man is a monomaniac 
as well as a monometaliist. That’s what 
comes of consecration.”

THE EVERYDAY TALK 
OF GEORGIA POLITICS 


The table showing how the counties acted 
on the senatorship presents a great many 
highly interesting facts. Of the counties 
which acted one hundred and thirteen votes 
were instructed for Judge Crisp, while two 
were instructed for Mr. duBignon. This 
does not, of course, mean that the same 
proportion would have been maintained 
had all the counties acted, but it does 
mean that Judge Crisp has already in sight 
enough votes to give him the nomination 
for senator even had there been a hard 
fight on him. Of course he will have sim- 
ply a walk-over. It is probable that no 
other name will be presented to the demo- 
cratic legislative caucus, but that Judge 
Crisp will be the nominee by acclamation. 
Mr. duBignon, in an interview in The Sa- 
vannah News concerning the result, an- 
nounces that unless the Chicago convention 
shall adopt a gold platform he will not en- 
ter the race. He also says that he has 
for the last ten days felt certain that. the 
Chicago convention would adopt a silver 
platform. In other words, he is distinctly 
out of the race. 


There seems to have been some misun- 
derstanding about the result in Putnam 
county. A strenuous effort is being made 
to get some grain of comfort out of it for 
Judge Lawson, but despite a natural desire 
to be lenient in the hour of victory, it is 
best to tell of the situation there just as 
it is. 

Putnam county instructed for Crisp by a 
Majority of thirty-five votes. 

Putnam county decided for a gold stan- 
dard delegation by a majority of thirty- 
seven votes. 

The causes which led to this apparent dis- 
crepancy may be stated briefly: 

Putnam isa silver county. The senti- 
ment of the big majority of the people is 
against the single gold standard, despite 
Judge Lawson’s able defense of the admin- 
istration policy. A gentleman who was in 
Atlanta yesterday and who is thoroughly 
familiar with the situation in Putnam told 
of how the small majority for the gold dele-, 
gates was obtained, 

“Eliminate Judge Lawson’s appeals for 
indorsement and the county would have 
gone two to one for silver,” said he. “By 
Friday of last week Judge Lawson and his 
friends had given up all hope of his renom- 
ination, but they wanted to ward off the 
humiliation of defeat at home. Of course 
they know the county would cast its vote 
for him, but they construed avote for 
Crisp and for silver delegates a vote 
against Lawson. They at once made that 
the issue. A vote for silver is a vote 
against Lawson, they said, and they got 
out an appeal on this line which would 
seem funny if it were not absolutely pit- 
eous. They made their whole fight on 
that line. Judge Lawson made personal re- 
quests for votes on this ground. Well, the 
result Was that a good many of the friends 
of Judge Lawson who disagreed with him 
in politics refrained from voting and oth- 
ers voted the gold ticket just out of a 
friendly feeling for the judge. As the re- 
sults show, these appeals were instrumen- 
tal in keeping the county from declaring 
directly for silver, but the voters did de- 
clare that Putnam’s representative should 
vote for Crisp for the senate.” ? 


Every county in the eighth district which 
acted on Saturday except Putnam wast its 
vote for Colonel Howard. Oconee was the 
last to be heard from, and Colonel How- 
ard’s majority over Judge Lawson was a 
good one. The Lawson men had felt con- 
fident of their ability to carry Oconee, and 
the action of no county surprised them 
more than that. 


Crawford county went for Senator Lewis 
for congress by quite a comfortable ma- 
jority. One of the stories which is going 
the rounds of the politicians as illustrating 
the campaign fun comes from there. A 
prominent north Georgia lawyer tells the 
story. 

“I was down at Crawford on legal busi- 
ness,”’ said he, “and met a very prominent 
farmer who was pointed out to me as one 
of the strong men in the county. I asked 
him about the congressidnal race, and he 
said the county was going for Lewis. Then 
he grew eloquent. 

“*T heard that man make a speech at 
Roberta,’ he said, referring to Senator 
Lewis, ‘and I tell you I am for him. He 
came out squarely for free corn and silver.’ 

‘“**The free coinage of silver, you mean, 
don't you?’ I asked. 

** “No, I am right—free corn and silver. 
I heard it with my own ears, and I know 
I am not mistaken. That won on the boys 
in my section. -We have to pay $1.10 license 
on our corn now and the man who’s for free 
corn gets our votes!’’ 

And Lewis got all the votes from that 
end of the county. 


The result in Fleyd county has been 
watched with a great deal of interest. The 
official announcement is that ex-Senator 
Corput beats Colonel Fouche by the small 
majority of four votes, and that leaves the 
delegation Reece, Ennis and Corput. The 
result there has a special bearing on the 
contest for the solicitorship of that circuit. 
It means, as a Rome man explained yes- 
terday, that Mose Wright will have the 
solid delegation at his back in his contest 
for the solicitorship.

The announcement of the tie in Heard 
county adds an interesting feature to the 
already interesting fourth district contest. 
It is regarded as a victory for Judge Adam- 
son, and is one which will have its effect 
in the convention. While Judge Adam- 
son has not nearly enough votes to nomi- 
nate him, yet the result in Heard will place 
him as a more prominent candidate than 
if he had only his own county. 

The fight in Muscogee will be interesting. 
Should Warner Hill carry these four votes 
he will be a very strong possibility. Colo- 
nel Kimbrough gets the vote from Harris 
county. So it is anybody’s fight and will 
be to the finish.

WALTER HUFF TRIED BEFORE 
JUSTICE FOUTE YESTERDAY. 


Was Identified as the Negro Who 
Snatched Mrs. Darby’s 
Purse. 


Walter Huff, a young negro, was tried 
before Justice Foute yesterday morn- 
ing on the charge of highway robbery and 
bound over to the superior court. Late 
Monday afternoon he snatched a lady’s 
purse from her and was captured a few 
hours later. The deed was one of the bold- 
est that has ever been committed in this 
city and was done in open daylight. 

There were two eye witnesses to the 
deed and these testified against him yes- 
terday morning and positively identified 
him as the man who snatched the pocket- 
book. The purse contained only about $10 
and when captured Huff had about that 
amount on his person. 

He was taken to Mrs. Darby’s residence 
yesterday and positively identified by her. 
He claimed that he was nowhere near the 
place when the robbery was committed, 
but the evidence as brought out yesterday 
was very strong against him and when he 
is tried before the superior court it will 
probably go very hard with him. 

Snatched Her Pocketbook. 

A little after 6 o’clock Monday night Mrs. 
Darby, who lives at 74 Merritts avenue, was 
walking out Piedmont avenue and had pass- 
ed an alley, which extends through from 
Piedmont avenue to Butler street, when a 
big negro approached her from behind. Be- 
fore Mrs. Darby realized the negro’s pur- 
pose, he had snatched her pocketbook from 
her left hand and was running down the 
street at full speed toward town. 

Mrs. Darby hurried home as quickly as 
possible and telephoned to police headquar- 
ters for an officer. Call Officer Crusselle re- 
sponded. After he had got the facts 
about the robbery, he went to a store at the 
corner of Currier and Piedmont avenue, 
where he learned from two witnesses who 
had seen the robbery the name of the

STILL AT LARGE. 


George Stark’s Slayer Has Fled to 
Parts Unknown. 

Rush Windom, the negro who shot and 
killed George Stark on Peters street Sun- 
day afternoon, had not been captured by 
the officers up to a late hour last night. 
Bob Richardson. who was arrested and 
held on the charge of being an accessory 
to the shooting, was ordered released by 
Coroner Paden. 

Theodore Poole, the young merchant, 
who is accused of having furnished Win- 
dom with the pistol, was released from the 
station house on bail yesterday afternoon. 

The Coroner’s Inquest. 

Coroner Paden held an inquest over the 
body of Stark at an_ undertaking 
establishment on Piedmont avenue. 
Quite a number of witnesses was 
examined and the facts were substantially 
the same as were related in yesterday’s 
Constitution. 

Some differ widely as to the position in 
which the evidence places Poole. Soine 
think he is ex: nerated and others are of 
the opinion that he is. decidedly impii- 
cated. The coroner thought the testimony 
sufficiently strong to order Poole held, and 
acted accordingly. 

Three witnesses swore that they heard 
Windom ask Pocle for the pistol but 
never saw Poole give the weapon to him. 
Mr. Stewart, who was sitting at the same 
table with Poole, stated that Windom made 
such a request, and that as he, Stewart, 
turned his head to speak to-a waiter in 
the room, he noticed the pistol lying in 
front of him. He had not noticed it be- 
fore. He could not say positively where it 
had come from. He never heard Poole tell 
Windom to shoot Stark. 

Several other witnesses testified that they 
saw the scuffe and also the shooting. 
They were of the opinion that the boys 
were only playing and that the shooting 
was accidental. The pistol was self-acting. 
It has not been seen since the tragedy. 
The supposition is that the murderer car- 
ried it away with him, 

What Caused the Murder? 

There was not the slightest clew brought 
out during the inquest as to a cause for 
the murder. The witnesses all swore that 
the two men had always been the best of 
friends, and no harsh words were heard be- 
fore the shooting occurred. : 

Immediately after the tragedy Windom 
was seen to run down Peters street. 

The ball entered just below Stark's heart, 
and he died in a very short while. Winaom 
is supposed to have left the city, as no 
trace of him has been found. It is exceed- 
ingly doubtful if he ever will be caught, 
as the officials have a very poor descrip- 
tion of him. : 

It is not known just when Poole will be 
given a hearing. He is of a good family 
and bears a gaod reputation and his 
friends are of the opinion that he was in 
no way connected with the murder. He was 
not released from the station house until 
late yesterday afternoon, but had no trou- 
ble in securing bond. _. 

Bob Richardson, the negro who was 
arrested about midnight Sunday night on 
the charge of being an accessory to the 
murder, was also released. ‘ihe coroner’s 
investigation brought out no damaging 
evidence against him.

THE BROAD WILL 


CASE IN COURT 


A Heavy Verdict Was Rendered Against 
John L. Conley Yesterday, 


GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT 


The Jury Found $19,790.26 Principal 
and $18,025.50 Interest. 


THE CASE HAS BEEN PENDING TWELVE YEARS 


Hearing Yesterday Recalled Many In- 
teresting Features in Connection 
with the Litigation. 


Captain John L. Conley, for years the 
administrator of the estate of Major John 
Broad, was yesterday ordered to pay Ad- 
ministrator McCandless the amounts col- 
lected from the estate during the term of 
years he was in office. 

The case has been pending in the super- 
lor court before Judge Lumpkin for several 
days, but a verdict was reached yesterday. 


The verdict found that the money amount- 
ed to $19,790.76 principal, and $18,025.50 in- 
terest, making a total of $87,816.26, for 


tain Conley. 

As soon as the verdict was received 
Captain Conley announced that he would 
carry the case to the supreme court, as 
he was not satisfied with the verdict. 

The case is one which has been pending 
before the courts for more than twelve 
years, and the final outcome has been 
watched with much interest by the parties 
concerned, and by nearly every lawyer in 
the state, as some very fine points of law 
have been deducted from the various 
trials. 

The fight was started in the courts in 
1882, and since the first bill was filed the 
litigation has increased and _ continued 
until the case now has many branches 
and is filled with many complications. 
Thousands of pages have’ been written 
and filled since the litigation began and 
the record in the, case is probably one of 
the largest and™“longest ever submitted in 
the courts of the county. 

Motions and demurrers have been filed 
without number and the costs in the case 
anfount to a substantial fortune. The 
end is not yet in sight, as it will now go 
to the supreme court on a bill of excep- 
tions. 


History of the Case. 

The history of the famous case dates 
back to the death of Major John Broad, 
an Englishman who moved to Atlanta 
many years ago. 

sy strict economy Major Broad accumu- 
lated a considerable fortune and was for 
a number of years a member of the firm 
of Menko & Broad. The property now oc- 
cupied by the J. M. High building was 
owned by Major Broad, and the street 
on which it is situated bears his name. 
He also owned a large tract of land on 
Windsor street. 

In 1882 Major Broad died, leaving an es- 
tate valued at $50,000. 

Shortly after his death his wife’s nephew, 
Cummings, who had always lived 
with the family of the nmrajor, filed for 
probate a will. The will was approved by 
the ordinary after a contest, after which 
the case was carreid to the superior court, 
where a veridct against the will was de- 
clared. Cummings then filed a bill of ex- 
ceptions and the case was carried to the 
supreme court. 

jefore the case was tried in the su- 
preme court, however, the case was settled 
by paying $5,000 to those who claimed 
under the will, leaving the balance to the 
heirs of Major Broad. 

Conley Appointed Administrator, 

Captain Conley was then appointed ad- 
ministrator and he took the estate into 
his possession. He sold off some of the 
real estate and paid off something like 
$30,000 to various creditors and other per- 
Sons at interest. 

In 1884 friction arose between him and 
the heirs of Major Broad, and at their re- 
quest the prdinary directed Conley to 
strengthen his bond. Captain Conley failed 
to do this and thereupon Mr. E. 8S. Me- 
Candless was appointed in his stead. 

Administrator McCandless at once filed 
a bill against Captain Conley for a set- 
tlement of the estate. Mr. Hoke Smith 
was retained as counsel for Administrator 
McCandless and the heirs, and Mr. Burton 
Smith, who had just been admitted to the 
bar, did his first work in the case. Since 
that time the litigation has been in all 
the courts and before several special 
masters. 

The case has been before Special Master 
Ellis for three or four years, but has 
finally narrowed down to two ‘issues, and 
the only question was whether Mr. Mec- 
Candless had a right to sue, and if he had, 
how much he was entitled to receive. 

Captain Ellis held that Mr. McCandless 
did have a right to sue and the result of 
the examination was that he owed $19,790 
principal, and $18,055 interest. 

Judge Lumpkin overruled Conley’s ob- 
jection to the report and found that the 
amount in favor of Mr. McCandless was 
correct and a verdict and judgment were 
ordered in accordance with the report of 
the special master. 

Captain Conley will carry the case to the 
Supreme court. He claims that he has 
always been ready to settle as soon as he 
knew what was the correct amount and to 
whom the money should be pam. 

On the original bond were Benjamin 
Conley, Joel Nall, W. L. Shumate, Wallace 
Rhodes, R. B. Bullock and W. H. Has- 
Kell. Of these two are dead, one has 
nroved to Texas and two have met with 
reverses in fortune to some extent.

BERRY STILL IN JAIL.

Money Promised by His Absent Broth- 
er Did Not Arrive. 
Benjamin Berry, the man who is locked up 
at police headquarters on the charge of 
embezzlement, has not been released as was 
expected. The money with which he was 
to have paid his shortage has not arrived 


from his brother in Mississippi. 

Berry telegraphed for the money as soon 
as he was arrested, several days ago, and 
received a favorable reply, but nothing has 
been received up to the present. time. 
Unless the money arrives in a very short 
while, Dodd & Co., from whom the money is 
reported to have been taken, will prosecute 
the prisoner to the full extent of the law. 

Rerry was seen at the station house last 
night by a Constitution representative, and 
he is still hopeful that the money will ar- 
rive from Mississippi some time today. 
Dodd & Co. have received messages from 
Mr. Berry, of Mississippi, stating that while 
the sum of $200 is more than the shortage 
calls for the money will be remitted in a 
short while. 

Swore Out a Warrant. 

A warrant was sworn out by Dodd & 
Co., against Berry yesterday afternoon, on 
the charge of embezzlement. This action 
was necessary in order to hold the prisoner 
at the station house. 

No man can be held at the station house 
unless papers have been sworn out egainst 
him, and no settlement of financial difficul- 
ties can be settled there. The law requires 
that all such cases shall be settled in the 
justice courts. Consequently, Chief Con- 
nolly notified Dodd & Co. yesterday after- 
noon that he could not hold the prisoner 
unless a Warrant was sworn out against 
him. Dedd & Co., not wishing to release 
Berry, went before a justice of the peace 
and secured the required papers. 

Berry is still hopeful of a speedy release. 
He claims that he has never appropriated 
oné cent of the firm’s money and that Mr.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Judge Marcus Beck has been criticised 
here and there on account of the trial 
of the Delks in Pike county. The judge’s 
lips are sealed. He made one manly, 
straightforward, dignified statement, and 
on that he rested. The people of Pike 
county, whose gheriff, an estimable man, 
was shot down in cold blood, heartily 
commended the judge. 

But here is a defense which is as grace- 
ful an act on the part of the gentleman 
who made ft, as it is clear and forcible. 
It is by ex-Judge J. J. Hunt, of Griffin. 
He was formerly on the bench of that 
circuit and was defeated by Judge Beck. 
Former Judge Hunt was in Atlanta a day 
or two ago and speaking of the Delks 
and their case, said: 

“Yes, I have heard many criticisms of 
Judge Beck’s trial of the Delks. It is 
an easy thing to find fault and people 
are very fond of making complaints. There 
is a widespread complaint against the 
courts because of delaying trials, and 
lynch law is excused for the alleged rea- 
son that justice is defeated by delay. 
And, when justice is done speedily, com- 
plaint is made about that, and partiality 
is laid at the door of the judge for not 
delaying. So it does seem to me that to 
please the public is a hard thing to do, 
and I suppose judicial officers realize this 
and are seeking only to please their own 
conscience. 

“But going back to the Delk case, let 
me tell you it has never happened in the 
history of Georgia that during the sitting 
of one of the superior courts its executive 
Officer, the sheriff, was one day on duty 
serving the court and the next his conpse 
was lying in state in the courthouse. 
Such a tragedy, in which all law was de- 
fied and the foulest crime committed prac- 
tically in the presence of the court and 
upon the person of the court—for the 
sheriff was a part of the court—such a 
crime, I say, was unknown to the history 
of Georgia, or even other states, till 
Sheriff Gwynn was murdered. And the 
foul assassin who committed the murder 
stalks through the land with a winchester 
in hand defying arrest. No word at my 
command can express the enormity of this 
man’s crime and his defiance of law. 
Judge Beck knew all this and as a pub- 
lic servant in a judicial position he owed 
it, not to the clamor of the masses, but 
to law and order, to see to it that the 
person charged with such crime should be 
speedily brought to answer the demands 
of justice. Had he not done this he would 
have been subject to the criticism that he 
was craven-hearted and derelct in duty 
and he ought to give way to some strong 
man or eise the people would take the 
law in their own hands. 

“Impartial trial? I have seen nothing 
that indicated partiality unless a speedy 
trial means partiality. I believe every ob- 
serving and thinking man will acknowl- 
edge that delay defeats justice and the 
reverse, speedy trial, promotes it. 

“Now as to partiality there is a distinc- 
tion between being partial to the enforce- 
ment of law and partiality in enforcing it. 

“While every judge should be eager to 
see that the law is enforced, impartial in 
his sentiment in favor of law and order, 
he should be impartial in administering 
the law. It does seem to me that Judge 
Beck did his duty in compelling a speedy 
trial, and those who have suddenly be- 
come so sympathetic for the Delks are 
encouraging crime, although they mavy 
not be aware of it and not intend it. 

“T was not at the trial and know noth- 
ing of how it was conducted except what 
T see in the papers. Considering that Tom 
Delk practically refused to make anv 
effort at defense and no speeches were 
made in the case it is not surprising that 
it took but a short,time to try him. 

“T cannot but believe the criticisms of 
this trial are hasty and that a maturer 
consideration will cause those who >-are 
thus hasty to change their mind and 
accord due credit and honor to Judge 
Beck and all other judges who enforce the 
law by speedy trials.’’

Interesting Gossip om the Streets About 
the Result. 


THE GOLD BADGES DISAPPEAR 


And the “Sound Money” Advocates 
Fall Into the Ranks of Silver. 


9,547 VOTERS WERE DULY REGISTERED 


The Primary Will Probably Go on 
Record as One of the Hardest 
Fought Battles in Years. 


Although the official count of Saturday’s 
primary has been announced and the nomi- 
nation of the successful candidates has 
been declared, interest in the great political 
battle has not died out, and the issue is 
still the talk of the day. ’ 

Probably never before in the political-s 
history of Fulton county has a primary 
been waged with so much interest and 
energy by the friends of opposition tickets, 
and the race for offices will go down to 
record as one of the hardest fought battles 
the county has witnessed in many years. 

The result of the -fight and incidents 
that occurred on the day of battle are still 
being discussed by the public. Yesterday 
the tabulated count as published in The 
Constitution was eagerly scanned by the 
friends of the candidates. The majorities 
in the wards and precincts were read care- 
fully, and the politicians were given food 
for thought. By error in printing, the vote 
cast in the second ward for Mr. J. M. 
Slaton was put in the column of Mr. T. 
B. Felder. The total majority of Mr. 
Felder was 804 and of Mr. Slaton 391. 

The defeated candidates read of their 
race with keen interest and in the pre- 
cincts in which they were defeated they 
figured out the official count and compared 
it with the estimates made on the eve of 
battle. To their friends these men ex- 
plained their defeat, while the successful 
office seekers received congratulations upon 
their success. 

From every standpoint the great battle 
was discussed and the result was talked 
about on the streets and in the business 
houses. Though the official count brought 
disappointment to many, the voters of the 
county are almost unanimous in saying 
that the interests of the county and state 
have been placed in good hands and their 
verdict is that they are satisfied with the 
result. 

A Heavy Vote Was Polled. 

It has been many years since as heavy a 
voie has been polled as the one of Sat- 
urday, and tre figures from the returns 
show to what a great extent the citizens 
of the county were interested in the race. 

The registered vote in the city and coun- 
try precincts was 9,153. but after the regis- 
tration books were closed 894 voters were 
qualified by swearing they owed no back 
taxes. 

‘The vote was one of the heaviest I have 
ever seen,’ gpaid Tax Collector Stewart 
yesterday, ‘‘and from start to finish the 
voting was very exciting. No one could 
tell the result in several of the wards and 
until the official count was made it was 
guesswork in one or two of the races.”’ 

The vote puzzled many of the best -poll- 
ticians of the county. It was a vest pocket 
vote, and but few voters showed their 
tickets at the polls. The workers had an 
easy day of it, as the voter would fall 
into lfne, pull out a ready prepared ticket 
and cast it without making any display. 

Where Are the Gold Buttons? 

Several days prior to the primary ‘the 
members of the ‘“‘Sound Money” Club wore 
bronze buttons in the lapels of their coats. 

But few of these buttons are to be found 
now, as most of them have been placed 
aside as mementoes of the lost cause. 

“IT have hidden mine,” said an erstwhile 
enthusiast yesterday; ‘‘have just put it 
aside, because it seems that they are not 
much in demand. Yes, it does look a little 
like most of the people are for sfiver, 
and I gu2as I will drop into line and get 
me a ‘sixteen to one’ button. That’s what 
my friends say is the best thing to do.”’ 

The ‘“‘sound money’’ buttons could not 
be seen yesterday and the wearers have 
put them deep down into their pockets, out 
of sight. 


TRIAL BEFORE THE GOVERNOR.

Lessee Lowe Will Be Arraigned This 
Morning. 


The trial of the lessee of the convicts 
working at Camp Kramer, in Wilcox coun- 
ty, on account of the maltreatment of 
convjcts by the whipping boss stationed at 
the camp during April, will come up he- 
fcore Governor Atkinson this morning at 
9 o’clock. 

The state will be represented by Attor- 
ney General Terrell, and the -essee, Mr. 
Ww. B. Lowe, will be represented by his 
attorneys. The lessee will be asked to show 
cause why he should not be fined, or why 
his lease should not be canceled: for vio- 
lation of one of the terms of the lease, in 
that convicts have been brutally whipped 
at the camp. The state will probaply in- 
troduce only one witness, Dr. PoweH. The 
convict most cruelly treated was after- 
wards adjudged insane, and was sent to 
the asylum several weeks ago, at which 
time he still bore evidence of the inhu- 
man whipping to which he had been sub- 
jected. Two other convicts were treated in 
the same way. 

The whipping boss has been discharged, 
and yesterday Governor Atkinson appoint- 
ed a man named Crabb to take his place. 
Just what turn the trial will take is not 
known. It is not expected that the lease 
will be interfered with, but unless good 
cause is shown to the contrary a fine may 
be imposed by the governor.

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PRESBYTERY 10 MEET 


Will Be Called To Order at 12 at the 
First Presbyterian. 


IMPORTANT BUSINESS ON HAND 


Dr. Strickler’s Release from the Cen- 
tral Church Will Be Given—Dr. 
Cleveland’s Case. 


The Atlanta presbytery of the southern 
Presbyterian church will hold its annual 
meeting tomorrow in the First Presbyte- 
rian church on Marietta street. The meet- 
ing will be called to order promptly at 12 


o’clock. ; 

The Atlanta presbytery embraces about 
twelve counties about Atlanta, and is one 
of the strongest presbyteries in the state. 
It is expected that from twenty-five to 
thirty members will be present. 

There are several important matters to 
come before the meeting. One will be the 
order severing the relations of Dr. G. B. 
Strickler with the Central Presbyterian 
church, thus leaving him at liberty to ac- 
cept the call of the Union Theological 
seminary at Richmond to fill the chair of 
theology in that institution. No opposi- 
tion will be made to Dr. Strickler’s re- 
quest that the rélations between himself 
and the Central church be dissolved, and 
the presbytery will promptly issue the or- 
der. 

Another matter about which there is 
doubt will be the request made by the 
minority of the congregation of the Fourth 
Presbyterian church that the relations be- 
tween that church and Dr. T. P. Cleveland 
be severed. A majority of the congregation 
are opposed to losing Dr. Cleveland, and 
will go before the presbytery and fight the 
application of the minority. It is impossi- 
ble to say what action will be taken in 
the matter and it is more than probable 
it will not be definitely decided at this 
meeting of the presbytery. In such cases 
it is frequently the custom to appoint a 
committee to fully investigate and report 
at a subsequent meeting. This course may 
be adopted by the presbytery in regard to 
the trouble in the Fourth church. Dr. 
Cleveland has been the pastor of the 
Fourth church for the past eleven years, 
and is greatly beloved by his people. There 
is an element in the church, however, 
which desires that a change be made, and 
they will go before the presbytery with 
such a petition. At a recent congregation- 
al meeting the vote stood three-fifths to 
retain Dr. Cleveland and two-fifths against 
him, only one-third of the membership 


voting. 

Other matters of minor importance will 
come up before the meeting, but the two 
above mentioned will attract most atten- 


tion. *

Police Commissioners Make an Appeal 


to Judge Candler 


AND THE SENTENCE IS  REMITTED

Hudson Was Overwhelmed with Grat- 
itude When He Was Told That 
He Was a Free Man. 


Ex-Policeman W. N. Hiudson walked 


from the Fulton county jail yesterday af- 
ternoon a free man. 

On the arm of his wife he left the prison, 
and in his hand he carried an order from 
Judge John S. Candler. The order had 
just been signed and shown the sheriff, 
and his release immediately followed. 

Yesterday morning the fine of $500 was 
paid by the nrembers of the police depart- 
ment. Yesterday ‘afternoon the police 
commissioners held a special meeting, at 
which. resolutions were passed asking 
Judge Candler to remit the remainder of 
the sentence. These resolutions were pre- 
sented to Judge Candler, and he gave them 
his approval and signed an order granting 


Hudson his freedom. 
Mayor Porter King and Mr. J. C. A. 
Branan, members of the board of police 


commissioners, presented the resolutions 


to Judge Candler and asked that Hudson 
be allowed to leave the jail, as he was in 
ill health, and at his home his youngest 
son was said to be dying. 

Judge Candler stated that if the lesson 
he desired to be taught had been learned, 
and in consideration of the illness of the 
he would readily 
grant the request and remit the imprison- 
ment. He then signed the order which 
meant so much to Hudson. 

As soon as the order had been signed 
Mayor King and Mr. Branan went directly 
to the office of the sheriff and then to the 
jail. When the jail was reached Mrs. 
Hudson was with her husband. 

“Here is an order, Mr. Hudson, from 
Judge Candler,” said Mayor King. “It has 
been shown the sheriff, and it means that 
you are a free man.”’ 

That was all that was said. Mrs. Hud- 
son threw her arms about the neck of her 
husband. Hudson was completely over- 
come with egratitude. The scene was 
touching in the extreme, and Mayor King 
and Mr. Branan turned and left the jail. 

Policemen Paid the Fine. 

The fine of $500 which was imposed upon 
Hudson in addition to the six months’ 
impriscnemtnt, was paid yesterday by the 
members of the Atlanta police force. 

These confpanions of Hudson in danger 
did not desert him in misfortune, and out 
of their weekly earnings they set aside a 
certain amount to be applied to the fund 
which was being raised for their comrade. 
GraduaNy the amount grew until $500 was 
reached, and then the fine was paid, 
Not only have the policemen paid this 
fine, but they have raised the money with 
which the costs of fhe case were met and 
the attorneys’ fees. Since the night of the 
fatal shooting Hudson has not _been. for- 
gotten by his friends, and they have 
proven by their action that they are true 
and loyal to those who share their dangers 
with them, 

The policemen have not stood alone in 
their efforts to secure Hudson’s freedom, 
for the police commissioners have given a 
helpingshard. Chief Connolly has aided 
in the movement and nrany others con- 
nected with the department have co-operat- 
ed with the men. % "Fa 

The Appeal of the Commissioners. 

Yesterday afternoon the board of police 
commissioners met in special session and 
made a direct and earnest appeal to Judge 
Candler that he remit the sentence of 
imprisonment. 


In the resolutions the commissioners stat- | 


ed that they indorsed the action of Judge 
Candler in upholding the law, but as 
Hudson was ill and his son is in a dying 
aondition, they said they thought the 
punishment had been great enough and 
believed tt would be an act of justice and 
humanity to have Hudson return to his 


family, 
The following resolutions were then 
presented and were unanimously adopted: 
“Atlanta, Ga., June 9, 1896—Whereas, 
The board of police commissioners of the 
city of Atlanta appreciate the fact that 
the upholding and enforcement of the 
laws of the state, as well as those of the 
city of Atlanta, are among their sacred 
and solemn duties, and believing as they

KEENER’S TIME NOW 


Another Chapter in the George W. Dice 
Counterfeiting Case. 


TRIAL OF JOHN E. KEENER 


He Is Charged with Aiding Dice To 
Defraud the Government by Ship- 
ping a Box of Bogus Money. 


The case of John E. Keener, the alleged 
counterfeiter, will be called in the Unifed 
States district court this morning. The 
case has been on the docket for some 
time, and if tried it will remove from the 
court docket one of the most interesting 
and important cases booked in several 
months. 

Keener is the man who is charged with 
having assisted George W. Dice, the 
alleged king of counterfeiters, in disposing 
of a large sum of bogus ten-dollar bills 
some time ago. It will be rentfembered that 
Dice has since been tried and convicted 
on the same issue, and he is now being 
held in the Fulton county jail awaiting 
the Keener trial. The government and the 
defense will use him as an important 
witness. 

Last fall Keener came to Atlanta from 
Chicago, where he had been engaged in 
the bicycle repair business. He and his 
partner secured quarters in the basement 
of the Iquitable building and opened a 
repair shop. They gradually became ac- 
quainted among the cyclists of the city, 
and when their business had begun to 
grow the time of Keener’s misfortune ar- 
rived. ~ It seems that several years ago 
he knew George W. Dice in the north, and 
when Dice and two of his confederates 
came to Atlanta during the exposition last 
fall, bringing with them a large box full 
of bogus ten-dollar bills, the acquaintance 
was accidentally renewed. The government 
officers were after Dice and his pals, Ford 
and Senter, at that time and the latter 
two skipped, leaving Dice in Atlanta in 
possession of a box of money, it was 
charged. 

Dice becanre frightened and he, too, de- 
cided to leave for other parts. In some 
manner Dice had the box of worthless 
money taken to -Keener’s place of busi- 
ness and secured the promise of Keener 
to forward the box to a point in Kansas 
by express. Keener claims that he thought 
nothing of the matter at the time and 
promised to assist Dice without it occur- 
ring to him that he might get in trouble. 
Keener took the box of money to the ex- 
| press office and shipped it to one of Dice’s 
friends, near Kansas City, as requested 
by Dice. The government officers were on 
the track of the box and they learned that 
it had been in Keener’s possession. It was 
an easy matter to establish that fact by 
examining the express office records, and 
Keener’s arrest, as being implicated in an 
attenrpt to defraud the government, soon 
followed. 

When arrested about $90 of the worthless 
money was found in Keener’s possession, 
but he claimed that he had made no effort 
to dispose of any of it. He was lodged in 
jail and held for several weeks before 
securing his release on heavy bond. His 
friends claimed that he was unwittingly 
drawn into trouble and that he in no way 
had any connection with the workings of 
the big gang of counterfeiters which the 
government officers were running down at 
that time. Several members of the gang 
have since been arrested and tried and 
convicted. Others are in prison awaiting 


trial. Dice was given eight years in the 
Columbus, Ohio, penitentiary. It is said 


that Keener will appear in court at the 
appointed hour this morning and answer 
to the serious charge standing against 
him. |

the plaintiff in a garnishment proceeding 

based upon a pending suit, to file, in con- 
nection with and in aid of the same, an 
appropriate equitable petition for the 
purpose of subjecting to the payment of 
his claim against his debtor any surplus 
which may be left of the proceeds of per- 
sonal property previously pledged by the 
debtor to another creditor, after the debt 
due to the latter has been satisfied. 

® When in such case it appeared that 
the property so pledged consisted of stock 
in incorporated companies, that the debt 
thereby secured was past due, that the 


-common debtor was insolvent, and that the 


creditor secured by the collaterals, he be- 
ing the garnishee, consented to the sale of 
the stock, the judge of the superior court, 
in the exercise of his equity jurisdiction, 
was authorized at the term at which the 
garnishee had been required to answer, 
and at which his answer had in fact been 
filed, to appoint a receiver of the property 
and order its sale for the purpose of paying 
the debt due the garnishee and impounding 
the surplus to await the result of the plain- 
tiff’s original action against the debtor. 

That the receiver was in the order de- 

nominated ‘‘commissioner’’ is immaterial. 

3. While the better practice would have 
been to serve the debtor with a copy of 
the equitable petition and give him notice 
of the hearing thereof, yet where it was 
heard and determined without such ser- 
vice and notice, and during the same term 
he appeared and moved to set aside the 
order which had been passed, the failure 
to serve him in the first mstance was not 
fatal, and as hjs motion to set aside show- 
ed no valid reason:for rescinding the order 
it will be permitted to stand, the more 
especially when it appears that his attor- 
neys of record were present when it was 
passed and made no objection.

train are not incumbent upon the engineer 

when approaching the intersection of a 

railroad with a road which, though to a 

greater or less extent used by the public, 

has never been established as a public 
road in the manner pointed out by law. It 
follows that no one has a right to assume 
that in approaching a crossing of the kind 
last indicated the engineer will observe 
these statutory requirements, and that the 

Omission to do so is not, in law, negligence 

per se. 

2. Applying what is said above to the evi- 
dence in the present case, the &Werdict for 
the plaintiff annot be lawfully upheld, it 
appearing from the undisputed facts that 
by the exercise of ordinary care the plain- 
tif?'s husband, for whose homicide the ac- 
tion was brought, could have avoided the 
collision which resulted in his death.

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Three Whitecappers Were Convicted 0 
Conspiracy Yesterday. 


WHIPPED AN ALLEGED ENEMY 


G. R. Hammett Was Taken from His 
Home and Brutally Beaten and 
Then His House Was Burned. 


Three mountaineers of Rabun county 
were convicted of the serious charge of 
conspiracy, in the United States district 
court yesterday. They will be arraigned 
before Judge Newman this morning and 
sentenced for the crime for which they 
were tried. 

In the fall of 1894 a crowd of men went 
to the house of G. R. Hammett, in Rabun 
county, and forcibly took him from his bed 
and severely whipped him. The crime was 
charged against certain parties who, it 
was claimed, had threatened to punish 
Hammett for reporting to the government 
officials certain internal revenue violations. 

The crime was a carefully planned one 
and the officers were unable to locate the 
offenders for some time, Hammett and his 
wife claimed to have recognized several of 
the men who visited their house and about 
a year ago Isaac Painter, Bob Smith and 
Tom Fountain, all residents of Rabun coun- 
ty, were arrested and lodged in jail, charged 
with conspiracy, in that they whipped 
Hammett for reporting on the illicit. dis- 
tillers. The men languished in prison un- 
til yesterday morning, when their cases 
were called in court by United States At- 
torney Joe James, 

The trial of the men consumed considera- 
ble time. The government's witnesses fast- 
ened the commission of the crime on the 
three men and when the jury retired to 
make up its verdict it was evident that 1t 
would be unfavorable to the defendants, 
When the jury returned and submitted its 
verdict all of the men were pronounced 
guilty as charged. There was an expres- 
sion of satisfaction depicted on the faces 
of Hammett and his wife, who had willing- 
ly testified against the outlaws. They told 
their story to the jury in the most earn- 
est manner. 

It seemed that for some tinyYe Hammett 
lived quietly in his mountain home, till- 
ing the soil for his living and to support 
his family. In some manner he gained the 
enmity of several alleged whitecappers, it 
being reported that he had informed the 
government officers of the existence of 
illicit distilleries in Rabun county. One 
night in the fall of the year stated a crowd 
of men rode up to Hammett’s house in the 
dark and called to him to come out. Ham- 
mett and his wife looked out and saw the 
men and the former declined to leave his 
room. See.ng that they would have to 
use force several of the whitecappers dis- 
mounted and went to the door of the house 
with drawn pistols and weapons. Kicking 
down the door they entered and auickly 
overpowered Hammett, dragging him from 
his house to the woods. Kopes were tied 
about the unfortunate man and he was 
whipped and beaten until it was thought 
he could not live. 

Some time afterwards an incendiary set 
fire to Hammett’s house and it burned to 
the ground. Hammett and his friends, of 
course, assisted the authorities in bringing 
the guilty parties to justice and they will 
now be rewarded by the conviction of the 
three men tried yesterday. Attorney James 
and Assistant Attorney Camp handled the 
case ably for the government. Attorneys 
Grier, Wilbur and Culberson represented 
the defendants. 

Attorneys Rucker and Bell Sick. 
Assistant D!strict Attorneys Rucker and 
Bell are both confined to their homes by 
ilmess and wil not be able to discharge 
their business in the district attorney's 
office for some time to come. The illness of 
the two popular officials is putting a good 
deal of extra work on Messrs. James and 
Camp, and they have their hands full. The 
grand jury is in session and many cases 
against alleged moonshiners are develop- 
ing. 


TAN SHOES TEMPTED HIM.

Henry Callaway, a negro, was bound 
over by Justice Orr yesterday morning on 
the charge of shop-lifting. 

Early in the morning Henry went into 
the store of J. M. High & Co. and leisurely 
strolled about. He acted rather suspicious- 
ly and was watched by Mr. J. T. Armstead, 
one of the clerks. When he came to the 
shoe counter he picked up a pair of tan 
shoes and began to examine them and when 
he thought no one was looking slipped 
them into his pocket and walked out on 
Whitehall street. He was quickly follow- 
ed by Mr. Armstead. When Callaway saw 
the clerk close after him he broke into a 
run and dropped the shoes. 
on Forsyth street after an exciting chase. 

When brought into court he told several 
wild stories about the taking of the shoes, 
but failed to prove anything definite. He is 
only one of the large number of thieves 
whom the policemen are fast cleaning out.
